FINAL ORDER OF DISMISSAL

This matter came before AAD on July 10, 2007 for prehearing conference
and hearing. Applicant Rick Cambio failed to appear or to otherwise apprise the
hearing officer of his inability to appear at the prehearing conference and hearing.
On July 10, 2007, a Conditional Order of Dismissal was entered against
the Applicant. Pursuant to the Order, Applicant had up tc') and including July 18,
2007 to show good cause why a Final Order of Dismissal should not be entered
for Applicant's failure to appear at the prehearing conference and hearing.

Applicant has not responded to the Conditional Order of Dismissal.

FINDINGS OF FACT:

A review of the AAD file reveals the following:

1. The Order and Notice of Administrative Hearing and Prehearing
Conference was issued to the parties at the status conference held
on April 10, 2007. The Order provided that “If a party fails to appear
at the hearing, the Hearing Officer will issue a seven (7) Day
Conditional Order of Dismissal/Default against the absent party which
shall automatically become final unless the absent party
demonstrates good cause for the failure to appear. The absent party
will be responsible for the payment of any stenographic costs
incurred.”

2. The prehearing conference and hearing were scheduled for July 10,
2007.

3. Attorney Gary Powers appeared on behalf of the Division of Fish and
Wildiife on July 10, 2007.
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Applicant Rick Cambio failed to appear at the prehearing conference
and hearing on July 10, 2007.

A Conditional Order of Dismissal was entered against the Applicant
on July 10, 2007.

Pursuant to the Conditional Order, the Applicant had until and
including July 18, 2007 to show good cause why a Final Order of
Dismissal should not be entered for Applicant's failure to appear at
the status conference.

As of the date of this Administrative Order, the Applicant has not
responded to the Conditional Order of Dismissal.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW:

Applicant Rick Cambio has failed to show good cause why a Final
Order of Dismissal should not be entered against him for his failure to
appear at the status conference.

Applicant Rick Cambio is deemed to have waived his right to an
adjudicatory hearing on the Lobster Trap Allocation determined by
the Division of Fish and Wildlife.

Wherefore, it is hereby

ORDERED

Applicant's request for hearing on the Lobster Trap Allocation is
herewith DISMISSED.
